1. Becauſe we apprehend, That the aſſembling an Army 
in Flanders laſt Year, without the Goncurcence,of the 
States General, was a Meaſure not only unwarranted by 
any Advice or Conſent of Parliament, but directly repug- 
nant to the declared Senſe of the Houſe of Commons 
in their Reſolution of the 23d of March laſt; it not ap- 
pearing to us, That any one Power, engaged by Treaty, 
or bound by Intereſt to ſapport the Queen of Hungary, 
except Ezxglantatone, had come in to give her iti At- 
ſiſtance, or to eo- operate with us in any / Plan to Whi 
an Army in Flanders could be ſuppoſed to conduce; 
and therefore the Support then promiſed by that Houſe
